WORDEN DEFENDS IT 


That there are two sides to the ques- 


tion of monetary reform was emphasized 
at the Commercial cluT) Thursday night 
when Charles McCulloch, president of the 


den declared that the money panics 
from, which this country has suffered 
ut periodical intervals arc wholly un- 
necessary, and that they are the direct 
result of defects in the present currency 
and banking system. He spoke of the 
experiences in the panic of 1907, which 
convinced the financial interests that 
changes in the system were necessary, 
told of the research made by the mone- 
tary commission, and continuing said in 
part: 


What is the National Reserve associa- 


tion proposed by the National Monetary 
commission? 
In its most fundamental 


aspect it is democratic in its form of or- 
ganization. The principle' of local self- 
government is preserved. It does not de- 
stroy in the slightest degree the local 
character and individuality of the units 
'•that make tip our present banking sys- 
tem. It is a new feature superimposed 
upon our present national banking sys- 
tem for the purpose of accomplishing two 


of directors equal to two-thirds of the 
local associations are chosen by the 
banks according to stock representation. 
The directors thus chosen select an ad- 
ditional number of directors equal to one- 
third the number of local associations, 
and these must be chosen as fairly rep- 
resenting the agricultural, industrial aud 
commercial interest! of the district wjth- 
in which the branch association is lo- 
cated.

ing industry just issued by Census Hi- 
rector Durand. It. contains summaries 
which give the general figures for 1904 
aid 1909, and compare the different 
products by kind and quantity. Besides 
establishments 
engaged 
in 
canning 


proper, it includes statistics of manu 
facturing pickles, preserves, sauces and 
soups, but does not account' for- meats 
and similar articles canned or put up 
in slaughtering, or meat packing, estab 
lishments. 


Of course the report is crammed with 


figures, but they are not dry, for from 
them every woman who buys a can of. 
vegetables'or fruit can learn what part 
she and her household take in support- 
ing one of the greatest industries m 
the country. 


Vegetables Lead in Canning. 


Of all the products, vegetables were 


put up in the greatest quantity .both 
in 1904 and 1909. increasing from 29,- 
679,616 cases to 32.537.343, or 10 per 
cent. Peas were canned to the number 
jof 5,873,748 cases and beans 3,274,923 
cases. 
Corn decreased from 11,209.57 


eases in 1904 to 5,447,765. cases in 1909, 


i or 34 per cent. • 


Canned fruits increased from 4,62S,- 


241 cases in 1904 to 5,350,015, or 16 


I per, cent in 1909. 
Of apples, 1,169,730 


leases were canned in 1909 and 490,341 
in 190-1, -an increase of 139 per cent, and 
of apricots there were 562,811 cases in 
1909 and 539,815 in 1904, an increase of 
4 per cent. 
The number of cases of 


canned pears decreased 789,120 in 1904 
to 628,485 in 1909, ,or 20 per cent. For 
berncs of all kinds, 792,244 cases we're 
reported in 1909 and 489,637 in 1904, 
an increase of 62 per cnt.
